Hansen said he thought the problem- was 
solved when a neighbor raised the level of a lane 
east of the house, creating a barrier to divert 
water into culverts adjacent to Hlghlawn Road. 

Protective measures, however, proved no 
match for the volume of water that moved 
through the subdivision Monday and Tuesday. At 
least two other basements flooded, and gullies 
emerged where several driveways had been.

Senate votes to conform tax code to federal standards

BOISE - The Senate voted 32 to 3 
on 1 Tuesday to conform the state tax 
code to -last year's federal tax cuts 
awrfiling revisions. 

Despite eventually voting In favor 
of the bill, several Democrats 
heatedly argued that the state cannot 
afford straight conformity with Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan'B tax-cut sched-

Commission has said conformity will 
reduce state revenue by $2.5 million to 
$3 million in 1962 and by about $3

It was argued that while conform-; 
Ing to the federal tax code. Idaho also 
needs to. increase some high Income 
tax brackets and provide for quicker 
collection of corporate and soles tax- 
es, as a means of offsetting the 
estimated revenue loss.

for fiscal year 1582, which we are 
already in," said Sen. Mike Mitchell,

The plan, which passed the House 
on, Feb. 8, calls for the tax cuts ,to be 
retroactive lb Jan.,1, 1981 1 

This primarily effects businesses 
seeking to depreclale equipment or, 
buildings at a faster rate than, pre* 
viously allowed. The act, if signed by 
Gov. Jphn Evans, will allow light 
equipment to be depreciated over 
three years, machinery over five 
years and buildings over 10 years. 



All Magic Valley senators voted In 
favor otthc measure. 

The bill's sponsor, Sen. Dane 
Watklns, R-Idaho Falls, said im- 
mediate passage was needed Tuesday 
because businesses were walling to 
file their slate returns because of the 
uncertainty about the tax schedules. 
Businesses fthat already have filed 
returns but want to use the foster 
deprcciallon probably will be Allowed 
to file amended returns If the con- 
formity bill becomes law. 

"We need to poss this bill so people

CHICAGO — One of the marks of a good Nelson Algren 
story was the wry. sometimes bizarre, ending. ' 

So Algren, who wrote so many wonderful stories set In 
-Chicagofhave been delighted with the way thlssiory ends_ 

But first, the beginning of the story. 

Algren, who was a friend of mine, died last year. I wrote 
one of the many eulugles about him. 

In H, I noted that despltebis international literary — 
' rcputatiori;hehadneverbeen given much recognition in — 
this city, where be bad lived most of his life and where he 
had done almost all of his writing. 

It wasn't just indifference, although there was a lot of 
thai/ln most civilized countries, someone w(th Algren's 
literary credentials wouldhavebeengivena 
professorship at a university, so he would be assured of a 
rooi ov-t his head and eating money while he wrote. 

Oh, we even do that in this country. But most such 
professorships are given to pretentious bores who write 
novels about literary professors and the agony they go 
through In writing novels. 

None of the Chicago area universities wanted someone 
I'ke Algren on their faculty. They considered his manners 
too crude. He wouldn't have blended well at Uie dean's

Algren's big oesi seiierrUtefiook :that cslalillsnedhls" 
reputation, was The Man With the Golden Arm. It was set 
In the Humboldt Park area, where Algren lived, and most

But all it received in Chicago were jeers. Alleged 
leaders of the Polish community felt that it was an Insult 
to Poles because the characters were something less than 
high society.

Ships traversing the North Atlantic 
In winter face some of the worst 
weather conditions on Earth, experts 
sald'Tuesday, 

Fog. Ice, giant storms with winds up 
to 100., miles, per hour and frothy 
50-fooUeas are common In the winter 
waters'bff Newfoundland. 

Most,, sailors agree that, with the 
possible exception of the polar areas, 
the North Atlantic In a storm is the 
most difficult sea duty. 

"Eym In our biggest ships, the 378s, 
thosq.are our big ones 378-feet long, 



you can barely make 5 knots. It's an 
awful way to make a transit. One 
moment you're on top of a crest arid 
the next you can't see anything 
because you're in a trough," said 
John Hollis, chief petty officer with 
the U.S. Coast Guard based In New 
York. 

Hollis, a seven-year- veteran, said; 
his worst cruises were spent in the 
North Atlantic- - 

"It'sjust atrocious. All you can do Is 
hold on and get sick. Everybody, and I 
mean everybody, gels sick," Hollis 
said. "You can't even eat because 



your food keeps bouncing off the 
table." 

Weather experts say the bowling 
storms that roar up the East Coast are 
Just callow teenagers compared to 
what they become when thoy enter the 
North AUantlc. The fully, matured 
storms t)f the North Atlantic have 
picked up moisture, and energy on 

their trek up the coast and develop 
Into even morelntense low pressure 
systems capable of tremendous dam- 
age and furv. ' . 

Much of' the intensity and devel- 



opment of a storm has to do with the 
length of time a storm has to prow and 
Intensify. On the eastern seaboard, a 
storm often Is not fully developed until 
It passes the state of Maine and enters 
the watersoff Newfoundland.

LIMITED QUANTITIES; NO RAIN CHECKS 



will decline 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department predicted 
Tuesday the dollar value of U.S. 
agricultural exports will decline this 
fiscal year for the first time In 13 
years. 

Until this year, the value of farm 
exports has set a record every year 
since 1971,- rising dramatically from 
17.7 billion that year to $13.8 billion In 
1981. 

The last time tho value of exports 
— folUfrom-one- ye a r to t he n ei ' 
1965. 

Last fall, the department estimated 
that farm exports for fiscal 1982 would 
set a record $45.5 billion, but in the 
latest export report, officials re- 
treated and predicted the total would 
be $42.5 billion. 

Volume of American farm exports 
is expected to rise about 4 percent to 
169 million metric tons, but sharply 
lower prices for American commodi- 
ties are expected to pull the value 
below the fiscal 1981 record. 

In an export outlook and situation 
summary, the department blamed the 
situation on "continued economic 
sluggishness in both developed and - 
developing countries, as well as high 
interest rates and the strong dollar." 

The weakened export demand Is 
most dramatic In corn, which Is used 
largely to feed livestock. Worsening 
-economic-coriditions-have-reduced- 
llvestock feeding abroad, the report 



said. 

In spite of large supplies and 
bargain prices, the volume of corn 
exports in the last three months of 
1981 fell 25 percent compared to a 
year earlier, although volume Is 
expected to pick up. 

"Shipments to the USSR, Mexico 
--eikl-^astern^urope-^re-uiilikely-to- 
reach earlier forecasts," the de- 
partment said. 

By contrast, a record is expected 
for wheat shipments, which rose 17 
percent in volume and 7 percent In 
value from October to December. 

Soybean export volume rose 33 
percent during that period, more than 
offsetting lower prices. 

Exports to communist' nations, 
which have been larger markets in 
recent years, may tall 5 to 10 percent, 
the department predicted.

Proposal would hane elders serve two years 



NEvt YORK (UPI) - An expert on aging Tuesday' 
propostd an elders draft requiring two years Of public ■ 
icnflMlworK torflhlf-lv^ 1 "' Anyrirjmsffl and older. 

Dr^Sarl Eisdorfcr. former president of the Geron- 
tological Society of America, suggested a program 
modeled on the military draft, with pay scales similar 
to the Armed Services and G.I. benefits available 
afterwards. 

He proposed "universal conscription" of older 
Americans for public service work In urban ghettos, 
hospitals, nursing homesparks and forests. 

In a commentary In the "Hospital and Community 
Psychiatry" Journal of the American Psychiatric 
Association, Eisdorfcr said service In the "Older 
American Corps" would provide an opportunity for a 
significant pdrtton of the citizenry to rejuvenate and 
rededicate themselves. 

Those completing the mandatory service would be 
eligible for educational subsidies, low interest 
mortgages and certification to re-enter the work force 
after normal retirement age. 

"We will need a national dialogue to work out tho 



brogram," Eisdorfer said in a telephone Interview.

Dr. Jams Gailltls said Martha 
"Sunny" von Bulow would have died_ 
within 10 or 15 minutes if she had not < 
received emergency treatment at the 
couple's mansion the evening of Dec. 
27, 1979 alter von Bulow phoned him.

Snancler blamed the attack on his 
Ife's drinking and drug taking. Test 
results on the blood of the Pittsburgh 
utilities heiress ruled out those sub- 
stances as triggering her coma. 

Mrs. von Bulow, SO, recovered from 
that coma. Her husband is standing 
trial on charges of attempted murder 
for allegedly administering Insulin 
Injections during the 1980 Christmas 
holidays which brought on a second, 
permanent coma. 

Gailltls, a Latvian-born Internist, 
was the 26th prosecution witness 'to 
testify. 

The doctor recalled a confidential 
conversation he had with von Bulow - 
on Dec. 31, 1979, while Mrs. von Bulow 
was still recovering at Newport Hos- 
pital. 

The doctor said von Bulow told him 
his wife "had teen raised by very 
""strong-willed lfldlesTrrand that her- 
father died at a very young age. She 
hnri hwn nyer protected. .. especially . 
where "the opposite sex was con- 
cerned. 

Von Bulow also spoke of "Mrs. von 
Billow's drinking, about her shyness, 
her use, of Jrjn<iuilizcra, ,u s e- ot- 
bartibi.urates and about their mar- 
riage and how It was not going well,", 
he said. 

Gailltls said he told Mrs. von Bulow 
what her husband bad said and she 
did not protest, except to deny she was 
an alcoholic. The doctor said he bad 
no first hand knowledge that she was. 
" The doctor said von Bulow first 
called him from the couple's 
Millionaire's Row mansion about 3 
p.m. the day of the first comn. 

"Essentially, what Mr. von Bulow 
told me was he wanted my advice 
because his wife was an alcoholic," 
Gailltls said. He said Von Bulow also 
told htm .his .wife . was abusing 
barbiturates and was under tremen- 
dous "emotional strain" because her 
daughter had Just left for Europe to be 
married against her wishes.

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Vegetarians cite health, spiritual reasons

BALTIMORE - Dixie Mullineaux and Gary Nov- 
Ideas have been lacto-vegetarfans .for six years. Their 
—diets /Ulow-lbem.U)jeai^gga_fliKlclM^..i^weU.as 
vegetables, grains and beans. 

Mullineaux changed ber eating habits for health, 
and then spiritual, reasons. She now lives at Kolnonia; 
a spiritual retreat and reridence'of feting Instruction 
In vegetarian cooking, yoga, meditation and holistic 
attitudes (a program combining physical, emotional, 
—mental and spiritual rejuvenation).. — 

'it Is Incorporating a whole way of life," she said 
during a cooking session in the institute's large, 
homey kitchen. "It is not logical to take the life of an 
animal to feed myself. Dldyou know It takes 21 
pounds of grain to produce one pound of meat?" :: 

NovfckflB, the proprietor of a CockeysvlIIe health 
food store, switched to vegetarianism because his 
pyfitftmdld i not adjust w^l to a meat diet. 

"Meat Is a cultural thing In this country," he said. 
"Worldwide, there are more vegetarians than meat 
eaters. In China, the mainstay is not meats but grain 
foods. In Japan where they have changed to a 
Western diet. It was found that heavy meat consump- 
tion, as In America, caused heart trouble and cancer 
of the colon." 

Mullineaux believes In all things natural. She wears 



no makeup, Is not concerned with fashionable clothing 
or hairstyles. She teaches seasonal workshops fn . 
nutritlqn at the retreat, located deep In the woods on 

Greenspring Avenue. — --v.* 

' "I love to cook," she~Ba!d, puttlng-a vegetable 
casserole fn the big, old restaurant stove-blackened 
by time and use. "It is very creative and I get to see

vegetables. It Is a whole, different lifestyle relating to 
food and earth and self.

-But the steaks made me feel tired and sick. They

A b achel or who finds Joy In cooking, Novlckas' 

'"favorite dish Is a vegetarian inflagnnsu&Btltutmgtofur" 
a cheese-like substance made from soy milk, for 
ricotta cheese. 

_ "Tofu Is tow in fat and high In protein," Novlckas 
said. "It replaces ricotta cheese in any recipe and is 
less expensive. Tofu Is bland by itself, but Is good 
seasoned and cooked with other foods. It absorbs the 
flavor of anything." 



Mullineaux grew up on what she describes as the 
- last remaining real farm In Woodlawn, Md. "I was 
raised with fresh vegetables and the good farm life," 
(dy* ffpid, ■turning 25 miniature loaves of freshly- baked 
whole wheat bread onto the kitchen counter. 

The menu she was preparing for that 'day's 
luncheon Included com muffins, a millet loaf and 
fresh vegetables baked to a day pot. 

"Millet to little yellow grams",' 1 she expTaJBedTTrfsT 
mostly fed to the birds here. In China It is the main 

f * E "For the baked vegetable dish, I use any winter 
vegetable — broccoli, cauliflower, turnips, carrots, 
potatoes and onions — cut Into medium-size chunks," 
she said. '-'Oil a heavy casserole fir clay pot and loss 
vegetables with a little salt and cover with a tight lid.

Novlckas' standard' diet consists of fruit Juice and 
toast of seven-grain bread for breakfast; freshly 
squeezed carrot juice and a sandwich of seven-grain 
bread filled with lettuce, tomatoes, sprouts and 
melted cheese for lunch. "Supper can be a salad and a 



pasta dish, such as whole wheat spaghetti with my 
special tomato sauce," he said. 

"Tofu added to soups and broths makes for a good . 
dinner-time meal. There are good tofu spreads, too, ! - 
he said. "I like tofti mixed with green pepper, onions 
andseasonmg.TofubasbecomeanalternaUvedlet.U , 
-evolved from the Oriental diet of several thousand 
years ago." - 
"Whenyou start eating more simply, the taste buds- 
change," said Mullineaux. "You don't crave sweets

vegetarian diet gradually, though," she advised: 
"Oneshouldn'tplungeintoit. • 

"This estate always had an organic garden," she 
said. "The garden is divided up Into Individual plots. 

- Last year I grew zucchini, string beans, lima beans, - 
tomatoes, carrots, cucumber, corn, mustard greens 
and butternut squash." 

Mullineaux opened-the oven-door and the sweet 

smell of warm corn muffins, combined with the 
aroma s of the mil let loaf and vegetable casserole, 
spreadThrough the large kitchen. — 

"I have turned a lot of people who attended my 
classes onto a vegetarian diet," she said. "I don't try 
to convert anyone. I just show that there are other 
choices," 

"I think people today are making conscious choices 
and deciding if this or that is good for their diet," said 
Novlckas.

If you think of gourmet food as 
something exotic and expensive, this . 
is neither. 

But, as I have been saying, the term 
gourmet Is constantly being re- 
defined, and'here to reinforc e tha t

Its basic Ingredients arc nourishing 
and Inexpensive, and how good they 
taste depends In large part on how 
carefully they are prepared. The 
prnt Hn m mra frnrrf bref liver.

For many years, beef liver was con- 
sidered coarse food. If you wanted 
liver, you ate calPs liver, which Is 
mlkijjuid well-flavored, but Ib also, by 
my standards, outrageously 
expensive.- ''*» '<*■ 

Liver from young beef is a much 
better value. Red potatoes - 29 cents 
a pound at my supermarket - are one 
of the perennial good values. Onions 
are more expensive, but who could 
live without them? 

I suspect this recipe started out In 
the north of Italy, but It has evolved 
culturally. Potatoes now replace the 
pasta. My version was inspired by 
James Beard's new cookbook 

So here Is the recipe for liver, onions 
and potatoes, budget gourmet-style. ■ 
Begin with the potatoes. To serve 
two, peel 3 or 4 medium potatoes. 
Have about an Inch of boiling water In 
a pan with a lid that will close tightly. 
Add a bay leaf, a pinch of salt and a 
crushed clove of garlic. When well- 



-mlxed , add th e p o tato e s, c ove r a nd— 
cook on low heat for 25 minutes. 
Proceed wlm th ro^ il onsrIilkBiotB~ 
- of onions with my liver, so I suggest a 
medium-sized onion for each serving. 
Skin- them and slice them about a 
quarter-inch thick. You can use a food 
processor, If you wish. I find it Just aa 
convenient to do this quickly with a 
really sharp knife. 

Put a large, enameled cast iron 
frying pan on low-medium heat. When 
It Is warm, add 4 tablespoons unsaited 
butter or margarine. When It ts 
melted and nicely warm, but not 
burning, add the onions and let them 
cook slowly until dear. I add a dash of . 
paprika as they are finishing, partly 
for the flavor, partly for the color. 
When the onions are done, put them on 
a serving, platter In a warm (200- 

— degree) oven.;- ■y 

The next step Is the sauce'. In a 
small saucepan, combine one or more 
crushed garlic cloves with 4 tables- 
poons of good quality olive oil. There 
Is quite a bit of garlic In this recipe, 
but you don't notice It when the dish Is 
completed. When the mixture is hot, 
add 2 tablespoons tarragon white wine 
vinegar, a pinch of fresh or dried 
tarragon, a tablespoon of dljon 
mustard and a generous dash of red 
pepper sauce. Combine, whisk oc- 
casionally and simmer. 

Many people insist that they don't 
like the taste of liver, the sour-salty 
combination. Tbls liver Is not 
particularly sour or salty. Take It 
from the package and wash It well 
under cold water. Dry it lightly with a 
paper towel. Then trim It neatly Into 
reasonable strips about an Inch wide 
and no more than 3 Inches long. 
Remove any connective tissue. - 
Put 2-or 3 tablespoons of flour on a

You can't very well cut out the fat In 
processed meats. If you have a piece 
of raw meat you can trim away the 
excess visible fat: I'd like to see you 
do „ that-wilh-bot-dogB,-Dologna r 
sausage or processed cheese. 

Your letter does point up a problem 
in labeling foods. In my column that 
you reacted to I did include In most 
instances the percent of total calories 
as fat and the percent of weight in 

grams as (at— _- 

People need to know bow many 
calorics (not just grams) in any food 
product are from carbohydrate, fat 
"and protein; They need toknow-wliat 
percentage of the total calories are 
fat, protein and carbohydrate. 

Merely stating how many grams of 
-cach~~are~ -ln ~a- product Is un- 
sf a u tmy.As y u u kmw, Utm - ai t 
about four calories In each gram of 



carbohydrate and protein but a 
whopping nine calories In each gram 
of fat. 

One of the problems Inherent in 
labels or figures that use grams ol fat 
-hrexcmplifledhybot dogsrAccordlng" 
to the USDA, more than 55 percent of 
the weight of frankfurters is water. 

That leaves only 45 percent of the 
total grams to be divided Into fat, 
protein and carbohydrate. 

Considering that 45 percent, if 25 to 
30 percent of the total weight ts fat It is- 
clear why as much as 80 percent of the 
total calories are really fat. In my 
_book any fat with that high a percent- 
age of its calories as fat is a high fat 
food. j 

This problem is not limited to 
meats. A number of baked products 
and desserts, including" cakes and ' 
"breakfast rolls; rontalinrtilgh percent 
of their calories as fat, but you can't 



see it as you can see fat on plain meat. 

In terms of-nutritlon many physi- 
cians often want their patients to 
consume less than 35 percent of their 
total calories as fat. When foods are 
labdetJ in terras of grams of fat it is— 
very misleading to the average con- 
sumer. . 

-> Moderate fat restriction Is impor- 
tant In weight control and In diets 
designed to help control blood 
cholesterol to prevent heart attacks 

and strokes; 

Does that mean you can't eat 
frankfurters or bologna? No. It means 
that when you eat foods that contain a 
high percentageof their calorlesTur 
fat you need to plan the rest of the diet 
with foods that are very low In fat, 
such as fresh fruits and vegetables to 
balance the tob£and avoid an excess 
ltHgt! of yuur lutarcalorie 

fat.

The banana, so commonplace now, was not widely 
available in the Western world until after World War 
I. What Is no less surprising is that the banana is an 
herb — the world's largest herb, but an herb 
nevertheless. 

The banana Is among the plants cultivated more 
than 4,000 years ago. It seems to have been eaten in 
the Indus Valley as early as that, but it is not known 
whether It was cultivated or wild. 

Bananas grow in hundreds of sizes, shapes and 
colors. Some bananas are red. A banana plant is an 
herb because It lacks any woody parts. The stalk Is 
made up of .leaves. wrapped tightly together. The 
edible part of the plant, however, Is considered a fruit. 
In short, the banana is an herb, but the part you eat is 
afrult. 

Banana s are the talle st herbs i n the world. They 



fruit develops from an exotic purple flower at the end 
of a long, thick stalk. It gracefully bends toward the 
earth and opens into clusters of tiny blossoms. Each 
blossom grows Into a banana. The bouquet of 
blossoms produces a stem or about 300 bananas. 
Young bananas first point downward but gradually 
turn toward the sky as they grow bigger. 

Unlike other fruits, bananas ripen best after 
harvest. Even natives of the- tropics pick green 
bananas and let them ripen at home. 

Store your bananas so they stay fresh. Keep them at 
room temperature until they are the color and 
ripeness you prefer. To store them longer, refrigerate 
them. Keep bananas in the freezer for the longest 
storage. Just mash the fruit with a little lemon Juice 
and freeze It in an airtight container.

high interest rates plaguing the na- 
tional economy are the direct result of 
a federal government that, would not 
live within its means.

"The president's budget deficit is 
troubling to all of us," McClure said. 

Congress surely will modify the 
budget, he said, but the final bill "will 
look like Ronald Reagan's budget." 

"Some people say the administra- 
tion has already failed," be said. But 
he said Reagan's program needs time 
to succeed. 

"If you will remember, first of all, 
the program is working, even though 
it's not fully In place. And, second of 
all, It Is not fully in place." 

The task for Congress is to make 
cuts that will limit future growth In 
government spending, particularly in 
the entitlement programs, be said. At 
their present growth rates, those 
programs would require about 90 
percent of projected federal revenues 
by 1990.

TWIN FALLS - The federal gov- 
ernment has "turned the taxing 
system on Its head" during the last 
year In Congress, Sen, James Mc- 
Clure believes. 

"There has been a dramatic revolu- 
tion (In the federal budget process;

Interview prior to his speech before 
the Twin Falls Chamber of Commerce 
on Monday night. 

"Our tax system has grown over the 
last 40 years from the basic idea that 
the way to control the economy was to 
spend, to consume. The theory was 
that we could control the economy by 
Incentives for saving and consump- 
tion.

TWIN FALLS - Sen. James McClure fears that the 
Reagan administration's proposal to dismantle the De- 
partment of Energy will destroy his efforts to develop a 
national energy policy. 

McClure, chairman of the Senate Committee on Energy 
and Natural Resources, has worked for years to convince 
Congress and the White House that a coherent energy 
policy, designed to reduce the nation's dependence on 
foreign oil, Is crucial to both the economy and security of 
the United States. 

"I don't think It (the Reagan plan) will get the Job 
done," he said in an Interview Monday with The 
Times-News. 

Reagan has proposed breaking the department into 
various components and redistributing programs among 
other cabinet-level departments, such as commerce and 
transportation. Reagan believes the programs would be 
more appropriate under each separate department, and a 
reduction In administrative costs would result. 
But McClure disagrees. < 
"It won't save very much money," he says. "I can 
identi ty only $200 million a year. 

_^rtteJmportnnuy,-m o6t o^ tl^e-changes-^n-prog^am3-- 
have either already been made or have already been 
rejected by Congress. He (Reagan) Is hoping for some 
savings by certain program changes he tried to get 
through last year. They were rejected then, and they will 
be rejected again." 

He cites cuts in funding for the nation's strategic oil 
reservo as an example. Although Congress partially 
delayed funding for filling the reserve — designed to give 
the United States a 90-day supply of oil In the event of an 
emergency — Congress did not cut the funding as Reagan 
had suggested. Reagan had hoped private industry would 
till the reserve instead. 

"The strategic oil reserve has Impacts on the economy, 
on foreign policy and on military defense. But by 
decentralizing the Department of Energy, It reduces the 
coordination that could make It an effective force in those 
areas," McClure says. 

"If it (the reorganization) would give better focus to 
(energy) policy-making, then I'd.support 1U still think 
there is room for negotiation with the White House, but 
there must be a focal point where a coherent energy 
policy ta a be developed. The Department of Energy can 
do that. Decentralization makes It more difficult;" 

McClure also is worried about the impact the 
reorganization plan would have on energy research and 
development. He only partially agrees with the Reagan 
view that the private sector will assume the initiative for 
that work. 

"Some projects ar- -? long-term and expensive that the 
private sector Just can't do it. 

"I agree the government should stay out of areas where 
the costs and technologies are known and tested. But look 
at oil shale research for example. I think there is a reason 
for us (the government) to demonstrate the technology, so 
that oil producers would be aware that if they raise their 
prices loo much, we can switch to this alternate Instead. It 
could keep the price of oil down." 

McClure soys that In some areas, especially the 
development of nuclear energy, high Interest rates and 
huge capital-Investment costs preclude private industry 
from undertaking major research projects. 

Nuclear energy is In trouble right_now,_McClure 
believes, mairJylwcause of the public perceptions of the 
economic risks involved. . 

"Nuclear energy Is dead in the immediate future," he 
says.

"The junior college position is a 
much more logical one than we have 
worked ourselves Into with the four- 
year colleges," Small said. 

The non-tuition status of the public 
colleges Is misleading anyway, he 
says, since the fees charged approach 
the cost of tuition at many out-of-state 
state universities. 

Idaho's junior college tuition 
-systemiaerhybrid of community-level- 
higher education and the public school 
system. One advantage of the system, 
Small says, is that the tuition money 
.. goes directly from the people served 
to the institution. 

. CSI's tuition and fees for a full-time, 
In-dlstrict (Jerome and Twin Falls 
counties) student are $227.50 -per 
semester. Of this amount, $115 covers 
library, lab, student activities and 
registration fees. 



Out-ot-dlslrict Idaho students can 
be certified by their county commis- 
sioners and pay the in-district tuition 
and fees, with the home county paying 
the balance. If not certified, they must 
pay an additional $225, the same 
amount paid by out-of-state students. 

Tuition and fees cover only about 
I2.S percent of CSI's budget, accord- 
ing to business manager Karl Black. 
The state contributes 45 percent, 26 
percent- comes fronr local" taxes and _ 
the rest from federal sources. 
—CSI -officials -don't foresee' a~sec~ 
ondary impact on the college, in the 
way of Increased enrollment, if the 
tuition measure does pass. 

Black said only an extremely large 
Increase In cost at four-year colleges 
could afreet enrollment af CSI. 

"I really don't see the tuition factor 
as having an effect on the College of 
Southern Idaho," he said. "I don't 
think they (the legislators) are going 
to rush out and charge a big tuition." 



Federal officials may let airport 
I use extra funds on improvements

Speaking to the airport advisory board Tuesday, airport 
manager Harry Merrick said FAA officials bad indicated 
they would allow local officials to spend the extra funds on 
other airport Improvement projects. 

- Among the projects that have been - proposed are - 
repaying and widening taxiways, constructing a new 
apron on the landing field awtpurchaslng land east of the 
airport to secure a safety tone. 

- Merrick said FAA officials also want officials to spend 
some of the funds to construct a turn-around area on one 
runway. 



Jim Lelchllter of J-U-B Engineers Inc., the airport 
project consultant, said his firm is preparing cost 
estimates for each proposal. 

The extra funds resulted when bids presented In 
October for the Twin Falls-Sun Valley Regional Airport 
runway extension project came in much lower than 
expected. Airport planners had estimated construction of 
an additional 1,550 feet' to the present 7,150-foot runway 
would cost about $3.1 million. The remainder of the 
.airport's $3.4 million in federal, state and local funding 
..would be spent on engineering costs. . - 

But the actual bid for the project, submitted by Bannock 
Paving Co. of Pocatello, was $4,398,423.

McClure said bis final bill probably 
would not define all the disputed 
"further, study" areas but leave some 
of them for continued negotiation.

Concerns over the risks of radiation and waste disposal, 
which he admits must be addressed, are nonetheless 
misguided, he says. "Still, those concerns impact the 
economics" of nuclear energy development. 

"Delays associated with regulatory red tape and 
lawsuits (filed by envhwmi«taiista) have made power 
companies reluctant to begin any new projects." 

McClure says that while regulatory reform Is under 
way, ''riiixhrrarenecdstobedcop— and fast." 

"But that's hard to do unless there la a focal point of 
responsibility," be says, returning to his criticism of the 
decentralization of the Department of Energy. "Right 
now, we're suffering from this hiatus. We've got to make a 
decision on DOE so we can get on with the reforms. 
Decisions (concerning new nuciear-power reactors) must 
be made In a timely fashion" if costs are to be reduced, he 
says. 

Cuts to federal nuclear research and development 
programs that are not picked up by private Industry could 
have a significant Impact at the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory. But McClure hopes I 

that. 



"Originally, it was Just called the Test Site. Then, we 
changed the name to the Idaho National Ertgirteering 
Laboratory, but we've never really changed the work 
that 'a being done out there. 

"A national laboratory has specific missions to perform 
and Is less sensitive to the beginning and ending of 
specific tests," to explained. 

"My concern has been to try and encourage Its 
development as a lab In the true sense, with a rnisslon to 
accomplish and auxiliary supporting programs" that give 
the facility more stability as a major factor in the state's 
economy. 

He says more projects are being sent to other national 
laboratories at present because of that lack of mission, 
even though major work In nuclear safety has been done 
at IN EL. 

McClure says be hopes to have the experimental liquid 
metal breeder-reactor program located to Idaho, and 
"we're trying to involve industry and foreign countries In 
using the site for their testing programs. We want a fair 
crack at getting those things located here." 

To aid that cause, McClure will take Secretary of 
Energy James Edwards on a tour ot 1NEL on Thursday.

He said 
several hundred yards of the 
500,000-volt cable fell on top of a 
nearby warehouse after the collision, 
but power In the area was not lost. 

The power lines apparently severed 
the hydraulic lines to the landing gear 
and cut "a deep gash and small hole 
on both sides of the engine and scrape 
marks on the underafde," Los Angeles 
airport officials said. 

The, .passengers reportedly 
applauded when the plane came lb a 
safe stop, but at least one complained 
they -were not Instructed to prepare 
for flncmergency landing. 

Passenger David Rolf told report- 
ers "nothing was said (to passengers) 
when we left Onlario and nothing wns 
said when we landed In L.A." 

AJrCal spokesman Mark Peterson 
said (be pilot- was unaware the
